"Loans should bo .made to cover 
imports of capital equipment and 
raw materials which will directly 
produce the means of repayment

At the same time every encour- 
agement should be given to early 
initiation of private financing so as 
to eliminate, as far as possble, the 
necessity for direct assistance from 
the Unted State government. Use

whenever, in the opinion of

ate conditions for loans can

Grafting can restore sight only in 


normal eyes that have developed a 
cloudiness .of the cornea— the clear 
portion of the eye in front of the 
pupil. Visually handicapped patients 
should consult a reputable 
local 
eye physician before rushing to a 
large center .where grafting opera- 
tions arc done. 


The Eye-Bank for Sight Restora- 


tion, Inc., was established a little 
more than two years ago to col- 
lect healthy corneas for grafting. 
Stories of'tne success of the opera- 
lion have raised the hopes of thou- 
sands of blind persons. Many have 
been led to believe that only an in- 
adequate 'supply of corneas and an 
insufficient number of trained eye 
surgeons was holding back 
relief 


for the blind. 


Unfortunately, the operation is 


not indicated in the majority of 
cases. 
Persons who have been 


blind since birth because of an 
unclear cornea,' and those who de- 
veloped the difficulty in early in- 
fancy cannot usually be helped 
by grafting. Those who have de- 
veloped trouble after the eye was 
fully grown, may be helped. 


Best results are obtained in pa- 


tients whose cloudy scar is lim- 
ited to the pupil area, with the

Grafting can restore sight only in 


normal eyes that have developed a 
cloudiness .of the cornea— the clear 
portion of the eye in front of the 
pupil. Visually handicapped patients 
should consult a reputable 
local 
eye physician before rushing to a 
large center .where grafting opera- 
tions arc done. 


The Eye-Bank for Sight Restora- 


tion, Inc., was established a little 
more than two years ago to col- 
lect healthy corneas for grafting. 
Stories of'tne success of the opera- 
lion have raised the hopes of thou- 
sands of blind persons. Many have 
been led to believe that only an in- 
adequate 'supply of corneas and an 
insufficient number of trained eye 
surgeons was holding back 
relief 


for the blind. 


Unfortunately, the operation is 


not indicated in the majority of 
cases. 
Persons who have been 


blind since birth because of an 
unclear cornea,' and those who de- 
veloped the difficulty in early in- 
fancy cannot usually be helped 
by grafting. Those who have de- 
veloped trouble after the eye was 
fully grown, may be helped. 


Best results are obtained in pa- 


tients whose cloudy scar is lim- 
ited to the pupil area, with the

The Doctor

Grafting can restore sight only in 


normal eyes that have developed a 
cloudiness .of the cornea— the clear 
portion of the eye in front of the 
pupil. Visually handicapped patients 
should consult a reputable 
local 
eye physician before rushing to a 
large center .where grafting opera- 
tions arc done. 


The Eye-Bank for Sight Restora- 


tion, Inc., was established a little 
more than two years ago to col- 
lect healthy corneas for grafting. 
Stories of'tne success of the opera- 
lion have raised the hopes of thou- 
sands of blind persons. Many have 
been led to believe that only an in- 
adequate 'supply of corneas and an 
insufficient number of trained eye 
surgeons was holding back 
relief 


for the blind. 


Unfortunately, the operation is 


not indicated in the majority of 
cases. 
Persons who have been 


blind since birth because of an 
unclear cornea,' and those who de- 
veloped the difficulty in early in- 
fancy cannot usually be helped 
by grafting. Those who have de- 
veloped trouble after the eye was 
fully grown, may be helped. 


Best results are obtained in pa- 


tients whose cloudy scar is lim- 
ited to the pupil area, with the

Grafting can restore sight only in 


normal eyes that have developed a 
cloudiness .of the cornea— the clear 
portion of the eye in front of the 
pupil. Visually handicapped patients 
should consult a reputable 
local 
eye physician before rushing to a 
large center .where grafting opera- 
tions arc done. 


The Eye-Bank for Sight Restora- 


tion, Inc., was established a little 
more than two years ago to col- 
lect healthy corneas for grafting. 
Stories of'tne success of the opera- 
lion have raised the hopes of thou- 
sands of blind persons. Many have 
been led to believe that only an in- 
adequate 'supply of corneas and an 
insufficient number of trained eye 
surgeons was holding back 
relief 


for the blind. 


Unfortunately, the operation is 


not indicated in the majority of 
cases. 
Persons who have been 


blind since birth because of an 
unclear cornea,' and those who de- 
veloped the difficulty in early in- 
fancy cannot usually be helped 
by grafting. Those who have de- 
veloped trouble after the eye was 
fully grown, may be helped. 


Best results are obtained in pa- 


tients whose cloudy scar is lim- 
ited to the pupil area, with the

The Doctor

Grafting can restore sight only in 


normal eyes that have developed a 
cloudiness .of the cornea— the clear 
portion of the eye in front of the 
pupil. Visually handicapped patients 
should consult a reputable 
local 
eye physician before rushing to a 
large center .where grafting opera- 
tions arc done. 


The Eye-Bank for Sight Restora- 


tion, Inc., was established a little 
more than two years ago to col- 
lect healthy corneas for grafting. 
Stories of'tne success of the opera- 
lion have raised the hopes of thou- 
sands of blind persons. Many have 
been led to believe that only an in- 
adequate 'supply of corneas and an 
insufficient number of trained eye 
surgeons was holding back 
relief 


for the blind. 


Unfortunately, the operation is 


not indicated in the majority of 
cases. 
Persons who have been 


blind since birth because of an 
unclear cornea,' and those who de- 
veloped the difficulty in early in- 
fancy cannot usually be helped 
by grafting. Those who have de- 
veloped trouble after the eye was 
fully grown, may be helped. 


Best results are obtained in pa- 


tients whose cloudy scar is lim- 
ited to the pupil area, with the

Grafting can restore sight only in 


normal eyes that have developed a 
cloudiness .of the cornea— the clear 
portion of the eye in front of the 
pupil. Visually handicapped patients 
should consult a reputable 
local 
eye physician before rushing to a 
large center .where grafting opera- 
tions arc done. 


The Eye-Bank for Sight Restora- 


tion, Inc., was established a little 
more than two years ago to col- 
lect healthy corneas for grafting. 
Stories of'tne success of the opera- 
lion have raised the hopes of thou- 
sands of blind persons. Many have 
been led to believe that only an in- 
adequate 'supply of corneas and an 
insufficient number of trained eye 
surgeons was holding back 
relief 


for the blind. 


Unfortunately, the operation is 


not indicated in the majority of 
cases. 
Persons who have been 


blind since birth because of an 
unclear cornea,' and those who de- 
veloped the difficulty in early in- 
fancy cannot usually be helped 
by grafting. Those who have de- 
veloped trouble after the eye was 
fully grown, may be helped. 


Best results are obtained in pa- 


tients whose cloudy scar is lim- 
ited to the pupil area, with the

established in 80 cities thrpughout the United States. These 
units include Infantry, Artillery, Amphibious Tractor, Tank 
and Engineering Battalions and Signal Companies. 


The Marine Corps Air Reserve includes 24 Fighter 


Squadrons and eight Marine Ground Control Intercept Squad- 
rons located at 21 separate Naval Air Stations throughout the 
country. 
Divided into four components, The Fleet Marine Corps 


Reserve, The Organized Reserve, The Volunteer Reserve and 
the Women's Reserve, the reserve program is designed to 
incorporate the lessons learned 'luring the between-war period, 
and which is sufficiently varied to offer opportunities to all 
Marine veterans of World War II to maintain and develop 
their service qualifications. 
The Marine Corps saw its first reserve organization come 


into being in 1916, and, after valuable service in World War I, 
developed into an organization 'similar in activities to the 
National Guard. However, it succumbed to restrictive legis- 
lation in 1931, and until 1934 was practically non-existent. 
When called into active service in 1940, 23 organized battalions 
had a strength of 239 officers and 6,192 enlisted men. The 
service ot these men in World War II and their invaluable 
aid during the hectic mobilization period re-affirmed the 
foresight of those who supported the establishment of the 
United States Marine Corps Reserve.
